hundred take their bread,and meate, & 
fleepe to, which neuer pray forit. 
eAfter he had ginen thankes , he brake 
it , and gaue vnto them, and ſaya, T ake, 
eate : for when he had giuen thankes 
to God, then it was ſan&tfed,and ble(- 
ſcd,and lawfull to eate. So when thou 
ſerue(t God , then it is lawfull for 
thee to vie Gods bleſſings, then thou 
mayſt cate and drinke as Chriſt did, 
but not before , for theſe things were 
created to ſeruerhem which ſeruc God; 
if thou doelſt not ſerue him for them, 
thou 
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upon the Lords Supper. 9 
thou encrocheſt ypon Gods bleſlings, 
and ſtealeſt his creatures , which areno 
more thine, than thou art his , for the 
good God created all things for good 
men.as the deuils polleſſions are reſer- 
ued for euill men. 

Therfore as Chriſt would not breake 
the bread , before he had gen thankes 
to the founder; ſo know , that there is 
ſomething to be done before thoure- 
ccruc any benefite of God,and preſume 
not to vſe his creatures with more li- 
bertie than his Sonnegid,which did not 
eate without giuing thankes, nor riſe a- 
caine without ſinging of a Pſalme. = Mat.26. 39, 

It followeth,7 Gee my body. Here is 
the fruite of his thaks before, he prayed 
that the breadand wine might be bleſ- 
ſed,& they were bleſſed, As 1/aaks bleſ- Gene.27e 
ſing ſhewed it ſelfe vp6 1aakob who he 
bleſled; ſo Chriſtes bleſſing appeared 
ſtraight vpo theſemyſteries:forit could 
not be ſayd before ; T hes is my body,

Furſt,as Chriſt in 
the Supper tooke bread to feede vs : ſo 
in his birth he tooke our fleſh to ſauce 
vs. Secondlic as Chriſt when he had ta- 
ken the bread,blefſed the bread to make 
it a ſpirituall foode:So Chriſt , when he 
had taken our fleſh, powred forth moſt 
rich & precious graces intoit , to make 
it food of life vnto vs. Thirdly,as Chriſt 
when he had bleſled the bread,brake the 
bread : ſo Chriſt when he had filled his 
bodic with molt precious graces , brake 
it vplikearich treaſure houſe, his hands 
by the nayles, his backe by the ſtripes, 
his head by the thornes, his fade by the 


ſpearc; 

11 
ſpeare; that out of cucry holea riuer of 
grace and goodnes might iſſue & flow 
forth vnto vs.Laſtly, as Chriſt gaue the FPheſ:3.17.

For whereas the purpoſe of Chriſt was 
to tye our faith wholly to himſelfe,that 
we ſhould not ſeek for any thing with- 
out him,knowing that the maintenice 
of this life hath nced both of meat and 
drinke, to teach vs that all ſuficiencie 
i5in himſelte , by bread and wine he 
{heweth,that heis in ſtead both of meat 
and drinke, that is,in ſtead of al:which 
ſignification 1s taken away where the 
wine 1s not giuen as well as the bread. 
Thereforeas it 1s ſaid ofa horrible and 
odious crime , Conſider the matter and 
gue ſentence: fo] with all toconſider 
this Innouation , and giue ſentence of 
it. Can there be any clearer contradi&- 
onto the Word, or bolder checke to 
Chriſt, than when he faith , Drinbe you 
al of this: to ſay, drinke not all of this? 
It is euen as when G od faid,7 e mon 
me 
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the diuell faid, ee ſhall not ate. Shall we 
' gonow to a Counſell, ora Father, ora 
Doctor to inquire whether this do- 
Arine be like Chriſts dorine? Ido ve- 
rely thinke that none here is ſo ſimple 
but that he ſeeth , thatif any thing can 
be contrarie to Chriſts ſpeech, this is 
contrarie to it. But this 1s onely their 
detraction from the Sacrament.
